Washington —<JP)— The American 


government served notice on the 
warring nations today that it "re- 
serves all rights to the United States 
and Its nationals under internation 
at law," and wfll take appropriate 
aneaaores when these rights are vio- 
lated. 


Secretary Hall issued a forma 


statement declaring: "The govern- 
ment of the United States has not 
abandoned any of its rights as 
neutral under international law." 


He detailed the various steps tak- 


en through American legislation 
such a» restriction of travel on bel- 
ligerent vessels, loans and credits'to 
belligerents, but saidr 


"These restrictive measures do not 


and cannot contitute a modification 
of the principle of international 
law but rather they require nation- 
als of the United States to forego, 
until the congress shall decide oth- 
erwise, the exercise of certain rights 
under those principles: 
Hull added: 
"The principles of international 


law as regards neutrals and bellig- 
erents have been evolved through 
the centuries. While belligerents 
have frequently departed from these 
principles on one pretext or an- 
other, and have endeavored to jus- 
tify their action on various grounds, 
the principles still subsist. 


"This government,'adhering as it 
does to these principles, reserves 
all rights of the United States and 
its nationals under 
international 


— law and, will. ,adopt.^,sucli measures 
is may seem most practical and 
prudent when those rights are vio- 
lated by. any of the belligerents." 


Ships Stopped 


Hun made his statement follow- 


ing a series of incidents involving. 
the stopping of American ships by 
belligerents on both sides of the 
European conflict. 


"This government," he said, "gives 


the widest possible notice to Amer- 
ican shipping regarding danger 
areas as the information is acquir- j 
ed by it.

"This government also 
warns 


American nationals and American 
shipping against actual danger in 
any other respect as situations in- 
volving such danger are brought to 
its attention, whether those situa- 
tions result from lawful or unlaw- 
ful activities of the belligerents, 


"It endeavors to exercise all due 


diligence in the

American lives and property and of

Earlier the secretary had told

New York —fP5— A raging fire 


that threatened for a time to de- 
stroy Stpeplechase park in historic 
Coney island was brought under 
control late today. Damage was un- 
ificially estimated at $300,000. 


New York —CD— A raging fire 


swept today along the boardwalk 
and through Steeplechase 
park, 


oldest amusement area of historic 
Coney island. 


The first alarm was sounded at 


1:30 p. m. (12:30 p. m. C. S. T.) 
and four more alarms were sound- 
ed within the next quarter hour. 


Firemen said the flames started 


near the boardwalk entrance to the 
park which covers a square block 
in the resort Virtually all of the 
structures are of wood, and wood- 
en buildings are scattered through- 
out the adjacent areas. 


The last big fire in Coney island, 


a dozen years ago, destroyed a big 
section of the boardwalk, 


Fireboats were dispatched from 


the Battery, at the foot of Man- 
hattan, some dozen miles from the 
scene. 


Half an hour after the first alarm 


was sounded the Western Union 
marine ticker said the park was 
enveloped in flames and apparently 
had been destroyed. This report 
came from a marine observer at 
Sandy Hook, N. J.. about nine miles 
across the entrance to New York 
harbor. 


The fire was discovered in a mu- 


seum in the park. Whipped by a 
brisk offshore wind, the 
flames 


moved rapidly inland towards surf 
avenue, the main thoroughfare of 
Coney island. 


Steeplechase park was a large 


roofed area fronting the boardwalk 
and containing many concessions. 
It derived its name from original 
concession, 
a horse-on-rail 
ride 


that completely encircles the park. 


It was operated by George C. Til- 


you. 
widely known amusement 
man. 


erful navy yard fire engine pumped 
water from the after-section of the 
salvaged submarine Squalus today 
while officials pressed preparations 
for removal of her 26 dead, possibly 
before sundown. 


Meanwhile, salvage workers ac- 


companied by Harold C. Preble, 
civilian naval architect who was 
one of the 33 rescued after the 
Squalus sank May 23, surveyed the 
dry forward compartments of the 
battered, rusted craft as she lay at 
a wharf.

Initial efforts failed to open the

saving the lives of a majority of 
her crew. 


Meanwhile, the naval board of in- 
quiry, which adjourned its investi- 
gation into the sinking in 240 feet 
of water, 15 miles off shore, made 
plans to xe-convene tomorrow.

Salvage workers brought their I 
job to a successful conclusion last 
night by hauling the £-rualus eight 
miles to a Portsmouth navy yard 
wharf. The craft could not be dry- 
docked, however, until tens of sea 
water was pumped out so as to 
lighten her and bring her up higher 
in the water.

Concerning Radio News 


No one of us, I imagine realizes 


better than the company -managers 
and broadcasters themselves how 
experimental and unsettled is the 
art of presenting news by radio. The 
plain fact of the matter is that no 
one, has as yet learned how to use 
the radio as a Tegular means of in- 
forming the people. 
This is in no 


sense a reflection on the broadcast- 
ers. The radio is new. It is also a pe- 
culiar instrument with its own spe- 
cial advantages and its own special 
limitations, and to discover how to 
use it properly is no simple matter 


_ Certainly, I can make no preten 
sipns to having discovered a form: 
ula. I realize perfectly well from 
the occasional broadcasting I have 
done how much more difficult it is 
to present the news than it seems 
be when you hear it done by accom- 
plished interpreters like, for ex- 
ample, Mr. H. V. Kaltenborn or Mr 
Raymond Gram Swing. 


.However, I do have the genera 
impression, especially after listening 
in during these past weeks, that 
broadcasters have not yet learned to 
distinguish clearly between the 
sye-witness account of an event and 
the report of an event. It is evident, 
C think, that'the radio is - unique 
when it-is able to describe some- 
thing that is actually happening 
while it is Tiappening, for example 
a football game, a prizefight, 
a 


Presidential inauguration, 5 or 
the 


scene on the floor of a political con- 
vention. The popularity of radio be- 
jan, I imagine, with reporting of 
his sort, and no other medium can 
give, the same sense of dramatic im- 
mediacy.

But not everything can be de- 
icribed by eye-witnesses. Yet radio 
jroadcasting as a whole is, I think, 
infected by the notion that all news 
>ught to be treated as if the broad- 
caster were an eye-witness of the 
event That is the reason, I suspect, 
why so many broadcasters speak 
in an excited and falsely dramatic 
.one of voice, and thus communicate 
o their listeners a feeling of anx- 
ety. 


Nobody has enjoyed the •.'. hideous 


news that ..the. •.•radio' and the news- 
papers have had to present. But I 
eel fairly sure /that"the popular re- 
entment against the radio, which 
las been only-too evident in the 
jast ten days,- has been caused by 
he broadcasters who threaten the 
istener in a hot, inoist, and fervent 
voice, conveying a mood of breath- 
ess alarm -.and mounting danger, 
liat manner may be all very well 
or reporting a prizefight But when 
the event itself is intrinsically im- 
jortant, most of us would prefer to 
lave, it announced in a dry, crisp, 
clear, deliberate voice and in a 
anguage of nouns and. verbs and di- 
ect; statements, rather than of ad- 
ectives; and metaphors. 
In dealing with the war it is evi- 
ent that the radio is unable to em- 
loy its special and unique talent, 
is eye-witness description 
of 


vents while they are happening. 
Ticrophones cannot be set up on 
he battlefields or in the military 
eadquarters-or in the government 


the radio much more quickly than 
it can be set up in type and printed 
and distributed by a newspaper. But 
that means that radio is under con- 
stant temptation to announce news 
before it has been properly checked 
and edited. The newspapers have 
to act quickly enough. But at least 
they have some time between edi- 
tions to think about what they are 
doing, and, moreover, at the prin- 
cipal clearing houses of the news 
there Is a far more seasoned per- 
sonnel than radio could possibly 
have recruited at this early stage 
of its development. 
Should Present 
News Less Often 


Except for the announcement of 


news of great importance and abso- 
lute certainty, as, for example, the 
news that a war has been declared, 
the radio ought, I think,, to present 
the news less often—perhaps only 
twice a day, but at greater length 
and not hot off the ticker but .edit- 
ed as a newspaper is edited, 
The gadget which makes it pos- 
sible to record and then broadcast 
would seem; to" provide the means 
for presenting news that has been 
properly prepared:and edited.

when our minds are a blank.

ists only write one a day. whereas

tional law" such as the right to traVr 
el.on belligerent vessels, to make 
loans and extend credits to belliger- 
ent governments, etc. 


These restrictive measures do not 


and cannot constitute a modifica- 
tion of the principles of interna- 
tional law but rather they require 
nationals ,of the United States to 
forego, until the congress shall de- 
cide otherwise, the exercise of cer- 
tain rights under those principles.

PROBLEMS OF ANOTHER DAT 
Dan Beard, a comrade of Mark Twain, 


Ed Bok, and other writers and publishers 
of the golden age now passed these 30 
years, has as he approaches ninety writ- 
ten his comment upon the generations he 
witnessed march by, a story that en- 
trances while it educates. 


Born in 1850 Mr. Beard refers to that 


time as of a caldron "filled with loco- 
focas, states-rights, abolition, chattel slav- 
ery, free soil, squatter sovereignty, dough- 
faces, barnburners, Know-nothings, Feder- 
alists and Whigs" and which made such a 
seething, bubbling and sputtering mixture 
as finally resulted in war. 


It is good occasionally to turn back to 


that period, particularly when we are in- 
clined to get too pessimistic over some 
particular wave of nonsense or intoler- 
ance that may be engulfing the lowlands 
today. 


For there was very malicious intoler- 


ance in those days and aimed against all 
the poor immigrants largely because, pos- 
sessed only of an alien speech, they could 
not make their thoughts or wishes known 
nor reveal to those already here that they 
were all practically one in respect to heart 
purposes. 


Mr. Beard has helped us more by 


adding the personal touch to the page o"f 
history that is like an oasis in a desert. 
Reading the story of the past is often a 
dry affair unless the pages can be made 
to dance with living figures. The writers 


who make those pages livt again art 
either endowed with a holy enthusiasm 
to present their own day effectively or 
have that touch of genius that makes 
every effort a blooming success.

anism which controls thought.

blarney to toy and jest with the voters 
until the people came to learn that they 
were employed by the legislature to avoid 
the decision of close or hard problems. 
The people do not want to vote upon the 
ordinary affairs of government, and un- 
derstand very well that their direct coun- 
sel is only appropriate in the decision of 
basic principles relating for the most part 
to their constitution. 


That the teachers 
may have been 


only partly right upon this tenure law 
makes no difference. We thought that in 
permitting the discharge of teachers only 
'•for cause"' and failing to define "cause" 
with some elasticity the law invited the 
very controversy that has arisen. In gen- 
eral the principle the teachers' request 
is correct. 
Cases have developed, how- 


ever, where a teacher gave what was re- 
quired by the letter of the law but was ' 
lacking in that sort of disposition and at- 
titude so essential in a profession where 
personality is important and services can- 
not be merely weighed like so much but- 
ter. 
To have included within "cause" 


these cases, very small in number but 
highly effective in getting the public's 
back up, would have answered the just 
criticism and made a better law. 


But whichever way the 
referendum 


goes there has been a retreat from both, 
justice and efficiency exactly as the leg- 
islature retreated from its obligations.

mals, something every civilized human being should understand fully. 
Because they are unmoved by an animal's pain they get that wooden no- 
tion that animals don't count in their minds, and it is hard to get out 
again. 1 am sure that the people who leave their dogs and cats on the 
Street when they move or go away on a trip were trained in that wooden- 
headed fashion. Otherwise how could they leave a pet animal homeless 
and so blithely on their way? I am sure they have that same blank spot 
in their minds toward helpless creatures that they had in the days of 
their infancy. 


Taking responsibility for a pet is 


-valuable training for a child. It op- 
ens a world of experience to him 
that sanaot fail to enrich his life 
and character. No child can care for 
a dog, live with him, share with 
him, know his affection and loyalty 
•without being a better human be- 
ing. But little ones of three and of 
the immaturity of that age class, 
cannot assume such responsibility 
and so cannot have enriching ex- 
periences in that relation. For them, 
no live pets whatever. 


Some parents think that irrespon- 


sible children can be helped to re- 
sponsibility by having the care of a 
pet Sometimes that works, but of- 
tener it does not because the child

a pet I would give a dog or a pony

New York—The Lamar Democrat of Lamar, Mo., edited by Arthur Aull, 


reports the death there recently of Miss Josephine Norris, age 86, at her 
apartment in the Opera block. Mr. Aull writes that she was born at Tuf- 
fet Plain, Ohio, in 1853 and migrated to Golden Grove, Mo., near Lamar, 
with her parents when she was 3 years old. Her father, the late Colonel 
David Norris, was the first representative in the Mis- 
souri legislature of Barton county and held other po- 
sitions of distinction and public trust until he was as- 
sassinated in August, 1874, after some boundary 
trouble with Francis Hieronymous, a neighbor.' Col- 
onel Norris was shot in the back as he rode along 
with a bucket of salt to salt his cattle on the disputed 
range. 
v 


The account of the outrage published in the Lamar 


Democrat at the time said: "The victim of the most 
cowardly and atrocious murder that has ever dis- 
graced our country breathed his last from the effects 
of a pistol shot supposed to have been fired by Hier- 
onymous or William Dixon, who seems to have hung 
around the Hieronymous premises. The coroner's in- 
Pej.'ei 
quest resulted in a verdict against Hieronymous and Dixon. 


"The latter had fled and for some time could not be found, but Hier- 


onymous protested his innocence and declared Dixon was the guilty par- 
ty. "While his examination proceeded before Squire Bowman, Dixon was 
arrested in a straw stack near Ash tSrove. Dixon directly implicated 
Hieronymous " 


"At the time this tragedy darken- 


ed her life," Mr. Aull writes. "Jo- 
sephine Norris was the belle of the 
countryside. She was 21. She had a 
dashing and most gallant lover, Jim 
Ward, brother of the late Judge E. 
B. Ward. Jim had made a gallant 
record in General Jo Shelby's cav- 
alry during the four long bloody 
years of the Civil war, and when 
the conflict ended was. one of the 
daredevil troopers who followed 
their leader to Mexico to take serv- 
ice under the Emperor Maximihan. 
As the curtain dropped on Maxi- 
milian's romantic rule it is declared 


that Jim was one of the faithful 
guards who got the Empress Carlot- 
ta out of Mexico." 
Jim Couldn't Bring 
Himself To Settle Down 


Mr. Aull writes that when Jim 


Ward came from Mexico he fell in 
love with the beautiful and high- 
spirited Josephine Norris, but could 
never quite bring himself to settle 
down in the sober ways of peace 
and be a family man. So, while he 
loved Josephine and she undoubted- 
ly loved him, they didn't marry- 
Jim died a bachelor at Mena, Ark.

Hieronymous, the neighbor, 
did 


not live to stand trial for the usas- 
sination of the honored and respect- 
ed Colonel Norris, being shot dead 
by a person unknown ma he sat by 
the east -window of the old jail, torn 
down only last year. 


Dixon, however, was tried and ac- 


quitted, but his counsel, the late 
Colonel George H. Wasler, who 
founded the nearby town of Liberal, 
Mb., realized that Dixon must get 
away quickly, so he took him in his 
buggy and drove two days to Ar- 
kansas to turn him loose. But two 
days later Dixon was shot dead in 
a schoolhouse where he evidently 
was hiding.

Lama^Democrat of Missouri

New York—The Lamar Democrat of Lamar, Mo., edited by Arthur Aull, 


reports the death there recently of Miss Josephine Morris, age 86, at her 
apartment in the Opera block. Mr. Anil writes that she was born at Tuf- 
let Plain, Ohio, in 1833 and migrated to Golden Grove, Mo., near Lamar, 
with her parents when she was 3 years old. Her father, the late Colonel 
David Norris, was the first representative in the Mis- 
souri legislature of Barton county and held other po- 
sitions of distinction and public trust until he was as- 
sassinated in August, 1874, after some boundary 
trouble with Francis Hieronymous, a neighbor/ Col- 
onel Norris was shot in the back as he rode along 
with a bucket of salt to salt his cattle on the disputed 
range.

The account of the outrage published in the Lamar 


Democrat at the time said: "The victim of the most 
cowardly and atrocious murder that has ever dis- 
graced our country breathed his last from the effects 
of a pistol shot supposed to have been fired by Hier- 
onymous or William. Dixon, who seems to have hung 
around the Hieronymous premises. The coroner's in- 
Pejlei 


quest resulted in a verdict against Hieronymous and Dixon. 


"The latter had fled and for some time could not be found, but Hier- 


onymous protested his innocence and declared Dixon was the guilty par- 
ty. While his examination proceeded before Squire Bowman, Dixon was 
arrested in a straw stack near Ash TJrove. Dixon directly implicated 
Hieronymous " 


"At the time this tragedy darken- 


ed her life," Mr. Aull writes. "Jo- 
sephine Norris was the belle of the 
countryside. She was 21. She had a 
dashing and most gallant lover, Jim 
Ward, brother of the late Judge E. 
B. Ward. Jim had made a gallant 
record in General Jo Shelby's cav- 
alry during the four long bloody 
years of the CM! war, and when 
the conflict ended was. one of the 
daredevil troopers who folio-wed 
their leader to Mexico to take serv- 
ice under the Emperor Maximilian. 
As the curtain dropped on Maxi- 
milian's romantic rule it is declared 


that Jim was one of the faithful 
guards who got the Empress Carlot- 
ta out of Mexico." 
Jim Couldn't Brine 
Himself To Settle Down 


Mr. Aull writes that when Jim 


Ward came from Mexico he fell in 
love with the beautiful and high- 
spirited Josephine Norris, but could 
never quite bring himself to settle 
down in the sober ways of peace 
and be a family man. So, while he 
loved Josephine and she undoubted- 
ly loved him, they didn't marry. 
Jim died a bachelor at Mena, 4rk. 
in 1897. 


Hieronymous, the neighbor, did 


not live to stand trial for the assas- 
sination of the honored and respect- 
ed Colonel Norris, being shot dead 
by a person unknown as he sat by 
the east window of the old Jail, torn 
down only last year. 


Dixon, however, was tried and ac- 


quitted, but his counsel, the late 
Colonel George H. Wasler, who 
founded the nearby town of Liberal, 
Mo., realized that Dixon must gel 
away quickly, so he took him in his 
buggy and drove two days to Ar- 
kansas to turn him loose. But two 
days later Dixon was shot dead in 
a schoolhouse where he evidently 
was hiding.

er, who died in 1906 at the age of

the need to stop the danger of fire 
in case of an air crash.

Now I am happy to tell of a new 


invention .-which probably will do 
a great deal to bring an end to 
fires after crashes. -It is the Hen- 
derson "safety tank."

The Henderson safety tink holds 


gasoline for the airplane. It Is 
made so it will bend without break- 
ing, and it seems to be as close to 
"leakproof" as any tank ever made. 


Bunt in standard size, this fuel 


tank has a three-layer covering. 
The outer layer is metal, the mid- 
dle layer is a substance called 
"Hencorite," and the inner layer is 
metal. 


There are no rivets .in the safety 
tank, and we are told "ho parts 
can work loose due to vibration." 
Inside it are fittings called "baf- 
fles." 
They help keep the tank 


from breaking at the time of a 
crash, and are so made that they 
will bend tinder strain. 
v 


Tests have shown that the tank 


can "suffer a big dent in a crash, 
and keep the gasoline safely Inside, 
instead of having :it splash over 
hot pipes or motor parts. 


In one test a tank of this kind 


was shruck by shells sfired from a 
one-inch airplane "cannon." 
The 


cannon was fired from j a distance 
of only 25 yards, but the tank did 
not burst, and "no fire was started. 


The tank is a big step forward 


in. air safety, but it does not end 
ill danger of gasoline bursting into 
Qame at the time of a crash.

plant" Holderby declared. ' 


The average daily flow of sewage 


at the plant is seven million gallons 
or 4,861 per minute. A heavy xain 
such as fell Monday night increases 
the flow of sewage up to the max- 
imum peak of 36 million gallons a 
day or 25,000 gallons a minute. 


Lowers Efficiency 


When the sewage enters the plant 


at that rate, it is impossible to treat 
it as carefully as when the flow is 
normal up to the peak within five 
normal up to the peak within ifve 
minutes during a heavy rain. Three 
particularly heavy rains, one each 
in July, August and September, 
have hit the maximum of flow.
